4; That no more ha one Accent is laid on a 
fingle Word, let it conſiſt of ever ſo many Sylla- 
bles.

Theſe Rules are moſt of them exemplified in

RO M theſe Surveys we may perceive that, 
the greater Iambic is the Standard Foot of 


Engliſh h-roic Verſe, (as we ſhall find it to be 
of moſt other Kinds of Engliſh Verſe) and that 


the other Feet when introduced have the Effect 
of taking off that perpetual Monotony which the 


conſtant Uſe of the greater Iambic would cauſe ; 
but, when too thickly placed they deſtroy the 


muſical Uniformity of the Verſe: And we ſee 
that Blank Verſe admits of a more frequent Uſe 


of them than Rhyme. 


Of all other Feet the leſſer Iambic ſeems the 
neareſt akin to the Standard Foot, and next to 
that the Spondee; and theſe, we ſee, are made 
Uſe of in any Part of a Verſe : But the Trochees 
of both Kinds, being the Converſe of the I ambic 


| Feet, are the moſt different from them; when 


they are placed at the Beginning, or made the 
firſt Foot of the Verſe, they interrupt the flowing 
of the foregoing Verſe into it, but yet are no. 
Blemiſh in the Verſe itſelf ; when they are placed

Itherto we have conſidered Engliſh Verſifi- 
cation only as it depends upon the Quan- 


tity, and which was the chief Thing deſigned . 


in this Eſſay. Another Part of Verſification re- 
gards words as they are compoſed of Vowels and 
Conſonants, and Conſonants as they are Mutes 
or Liquids. By the Number and Poſition of 
Vowels, Mutes, and Liquids in a Word or Syl= 
lable we determine the Roughneſs or Smootanels 
of it. And a general Rule that good Vertifiers 
have obſeryed, is to ſteer between too great a 


: © Collihon 
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| Collifion of Conſonants, which makes the Verſe 
harſh and unmuſical, and too great an Openneſs 


of the Vowels, which enfeebles, and takes * 
the Maſculine Force of the Verſe. 


The two Verſes laſt quoted are an Inſtance of 
the two great Colliſion of Conſonants; and, con- 
fidered apart from their Senſe, they are very 
harſh and unmuſical; but, being meant as an 
Echo to their Senſe, they have great Beauty, not 
only becauſe they expreſs flow Motion by having 
ſo many Spondees, but as they expreſs hard and
